Toll rises to 157 


in Korea 


SEOUL (AP). — The death toll 
rose to 157 yesterday in what is 
believed to be the world's worst 
hotel fire, which raced through a 
plush 22-storey downtown | Seoul 
hotel on Christmas Day. 

The work of bringing out bodies 
was briefly interrupted yesterday 
afternoon when a power transformer 
exploded on the 12th floor of the 
Taeyonkak Hotel, causing a fire 
which took rescue workers 15 minu- 
tes to extinguish. 

After using oxygen torches to free 
several bodies from an elevator and 
from under debris late yesterday, 
rescue workers finally brought a 
total of 119 bodies out from the 
gutted building, which had 222 hotel 
rooms and also housed 28 business 
firms. 

Another 36 persons had di¢d Sa- 
turday after jumping out of high 
windows and two died after falling 
from the ladder of a rescue hell- 
copter. 

Authorities arrested hotel preasi- 
dent Kim Yong-San, 52; general 
manager Song Yung-Chan, 42, and 
Lee Wol-Shik, 36, manager of the

lice said the fire started, on charges 
of negligence in connection with

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Netivei Neft inquiry in fifth week 


Evidence of thefts from Abu Rodeis

Mr, Moshe Ben-Menahem, the man 
who first made public allegations of 
shortcomings at the ‘Netivei Neft oil 
fields in Abu Rodeis, appeared before 
the Witkon Committee of Inquiry 
yesterday and found himself having 
to ‘substantiate these charges under 
oath. A recent police investigation 
into 13 of the accusations made by 
him found them to be void of any 
fagtual evidence. 

Mr. Ben-Menahem, smartly dres 
sed and a picture of self-confidence, 
related in court yesterday that he 
had ‘been fred from Netivel Neft on 
about “two minutes’ notice” In July 
this year. “They were in such 8 
hurry to get me off the fields that 
I .didn’t have time to change my 
work clothes,” he said. He claimed 
that he had been fired despite an 
undertaking by Mr. Friedman that 
he would guarantee his job. The 
promise — which he termed a zen- 
tleman's agreement — had been 
made, he sald, after he was crippled 
while working for Mr. Friedmai’s 
private off company, Continental. 
Mr, ,Ben-Menahem has spent the 
past 17 years working for various 
oll companies in the country, includ- 
jug Lapidot, and held the post of 
chief driller with Continental until 
he was injured in 1968. 

While working for Continental at 
Kanaim (near Massda)) in 1968, he 
said, two trucks laden with drilling 
equipment from Netivei Neft arrived 
at the site. The driver — whom he 
knew only as Mickey — did ποῖ 
present a dispatch note for the 
equipment, nor was there any offi- 
cial accompanying document. The 
driver told him that four trucks 
with equipment for Continental had 
been loaded at Abu Rodeis, 
that the other two trucks were due 
to ‘arrive shortly, They got to 
Kanaim the next afternoon, he said, 
both Ioaded to the hilt with equip- 
ment worth many thousands of dol- 
lars. This also arrived without any 
dispatch notes or other official 
papers. ‘The only document he had 
to sign on the receipt of the equip- 
ment, Ben-Menahem sald, was the 
drivers’ log, certifying that they 
had made the journey. 

Im the afternoon, Mr. Ben-Mena- 
hem expanded on this subject of 
alleged thefts. 

ὦ He had seen Netivei Neft equip- 

‘ment ia Continental’s stores at 
Hladera. Many of the items were of 
the kind not usually loaned tem- 
porarlly from one company to an- 
other; they were drilling pieces 
which remain at a well. 

o ‘He had seen equipment which 
"had been at Abu Rodeis at the 
Hadera stores in February, 1971 — by 


’ 


this time the stores belonged to 
Midbar, since Mr. Friedman had 
sold Continental and all its assets 
to Midbar. On this ocession, Mr. 
Ben-Menahem had been accompanied 
by customs offictals and by Eli Ta- 
vor, an “Heolam Hazeh” camera~- 
man whe had photographed the 
machines, and Mr. Ben-Menshem 


identified the pictures to the Com- f 


mission. Since the last shaft Midbar 
had gunk on land wags in April, 


1970, Mr, ‘Ben-Menahem had asked ἢ 


what the company intended to do 
with the equipment and waz told 
that it was ΜΠΔΡΘΣῈ property and 
would be sold by the company. 

e Surveying the detaile lst of 
equipment which Mr. Friedman 
sold Midbar as part of Continental's 
assets, Mr. Ben-Menahem singled out 
several items which he said were 
certainly never owned by Continen- 
tal. One particular machine listed 
was a “spider”: Continental had 
always borrowed “spiders” when it 
needed them — as at the Kanaim 
site, when it borrowed a “spider 
from Naphtha, which itself borrow- 
ed it from Netivel Neft. 

(When Mr, Ben-Menahem made 
this allegation, led by Bieri Zan 
σι vs questioning, the ir turn 
μέτα οἰ ohantly to Mr. Friedman's 
counsel, Natan Lipshutz, and said: 
"You challenged me to specify cases 
of theft — well here is a case.” Mr. 
Caspi folowed this with a meaning- 
ful look to the reporters’ table.) 

Ben-Menahem said he had been 
employed at ‘Netivel Neft as a tech- 
nical storeman, and was attached to 
the drilling department. For the frst 
three weeks at the fields he was 
given nothing to do. Even after be- 
ing gent to the stores he received 
no clear instructions of what his 
duties were supposed to be. 

There were millions of drilling 
parts lying around the stores area, 
he said, and equipment was dis- 
patched to the vartous sections with- 
out any formal documentation. “. 
would get a radio cal from an off- 
shore rig,” be said, “and on the 
basis of that I would send the parts 
needed.” 

“You mear to say,” said Assis- 
tant State Attorney Michael Kirsh, 
“that these stores could have been 
ordered by anyone and sent any- 
where without anybody being any 
the wiser.” Ben-Menahem replied 
in the affirmative. 

Be recounted that, on one oc- 
casion, two Midbar officials came 
with cabled orders from Motty 
Friedman to transfer valuable pieces 
of equipment from Netivel Neft’s 
stores to Midbar’s drilling site at 
e-Tur. A year Jater he happened to 
visit e-Tur, and found the equip- 
ment lying abandoned in the sand.

ended months before, and the equip- 
ment had simply been left there, 
in the middle of the desert. The last 
of it was only returned this year. 

According to Mr. Ben-Menahem, 
bis two years at Abu Rodels (from 
August 1968 to July 1971) were 
spent in constant strife with his 
superior, Mr. Orek Milner, a former 
Continental employee who had ar- 
rived at Netivel Neft together with 
hls former boss, Mr, Friedman, the 
current Netivei Neft general man- 
ager. Milner had done everything 
to make ‘his life a misery, and it 
was only because of him that he 
had been fired, sald Mr. Ben-Me- 
nahem, 

(Im the afternoon, he told Mr. 
Caspi that he had been sacked from 
Continental in 1969 because he had 
accused Milner of deliberately sabo- 
taging 8 drilling operation which 
Continental was carrying out for 
Naphtha.} 

‘He told the Commission that when 
he felt that he was going to be 
fired, although there was no formal] 
talk on the subject, he had started 
to make photostat coples of docu- 
ments and collect evidence against 
‘Netivel Neft. He had done this, he 
sald, not out of any personal in- 
terest, but merely because he want- 
ed to bring to light what he termed 
the gross injustices being carried out 
by Mr. Friedman and his clique of 


“pangsters."* 
Papers stolen 


‘These papers, he said, he ‘had kept 
in a briefcase in his room. How- 
ever, shortly before being told to 
leave, he found that they had been 
stolen from his cupboard. Although 
he could not find out who had stolen 
the papers, his room-mate, Meir 
Dvir, told him that the security offi- 
cer had been “snooping” around his 
room. The documents were incrimi- 
nating, he sald, because they proved 
that goods had passed illegaily — 
but ‘with official blessing — from 
Netivei Neft to Continental and 
Midbar. 

His dismissal was carried out in 
the same haphazard way as the oil 
fields were managed, he said. On 
June 30 he was approached in the 
dining hall and told to go to the 
personnel manager, who informed 
him that he was to pack his bags 
and leave on the next plane. “They 
even provided me with a ticket for 
Arkia,” he said. “They couldn't even 
wait for a company plane to get 
rid of me.” 

The Commission members ques- 
tioned the witness on the circum- 
stances of his dismissal at some 
length. 

“Do you mean to tell me that 
they fired you with one day's notice 
and you never appealed to the 
workers committee?” askd Mr. 
Kalir. 

“What workers committee!” re- 
torted Mr. Ben-Menahem. ‘There 
was no such institution — a reign 
of terror existed at the fields,” he 
added. 

After he had been fired he ap- 
pealed to Mr. Friedman to give him 
back his job on the strength of the 
Promise made when he was injured 
working one of Continental's rigs. 
He first saw Mr. Friedman on July 
16, two-and-a-bal? weeks after leav- 
ing Netivel Neft. He was promised 
Β final answer by July 19, but Mr. 
Friedman had not yet returned to 
Tel Aviv by then. Instead he met 
with one of Friedman's aides, Arye 
Shnitzer, he said, who told him that 
the was authorized by Friedman to 
make @ proposal: if Ben-Menahem 
handed over the documents on Ne- 
tivel Neft he still had in his pos- 
segsion he would receive enough 
money ‘o retire on, 


‘Don’t fight me’ 


“Of course I refused,” he said, 
"and demanded to see Friedman 
myself." They met three days 
later. According to Mr. Ben-Me- 
ahem, Friedman warned nim not 
to try to fight him. “He told me 
tht he had heard rumours that I 
Intended going to the press with 
the information I had, and warned 
me that if I tried to do this αὶ 
would have to fight him... leaving 
me to understand that I had little 
chance of winning against him and | 
nis powerful friends.” Ϊ 

Mr. Ben-Menahem nevertheless 
went to the press, He was first in- 
terviewed by a reporter from “Ye- 
diet Ahronot,” Moshe Shalev, but 
the story was dropped after Mr. 
Shalev was aliegecly approached by 
Knesset Member Yosef Kremmer- 
man of Gahal, who claimed that 
Ben-Menahem's charge were com- 
Pletely fallacious. He then approach- 
ed “Haolam Hazeh” through his law- 
yer, Amnon Zthronj — which pub- 
Ushed his story Io full. The charges 
were later taken up by Mr. Yonah 
Shims! of “Davar,” who wrote a 
series of articles on the subject. 

It should be noted that the Com- 
Mission is sitting to investigate 
charges by a Development Ministry 
geologist, Dr. David Neev. who filed | 
his complaint independently of Mr. 
Ben-Menahem. The two, it seems, 
met each other only at the actual 
hearing. which started in November. 

Other parts of Mr. Ben-Menahem's 
testimony in the morning dealt with 
alleged prostitution at Abu Reodeis, 
but he could not substantiate these 
charges. He told the Commission of

Gaza woman gets 
five years for 
grenade attacks

GAZA, — A woman who threw 
grenades at Israel troops was 
sentenced to five years’ imprison- 
ment by 8 mHitary court here yes- 
terday. This ia the longest 1411 term 
imposed on ἃ woman by an israel 
court in the Gaza Strip. 

The woman, Ralja Abu Sharadeh, 
22, who was also given an eight- 
year suspended term, pleaded guilty. 
She was convicted on two charges 
of grenade throwing, both outside 
the Military Government head- 
quarters In Deir el-Baltah, injuring 
a soldter and two local civilians. 

When arrested on October 19, she 
was found in posseagion of a Rus- 
sian grenade. Her husband, a mem- 
ber of the Palestine Liberation 
Forces, was killed In a clash with 
@ security patrol in September. 

One of the three judges demanded 
ἃ 20-year sentence; but the pre- 
sident of the court, Seren Yoram 
Galin, and the other judge outvoted 
him. Segep Dan Ben-Ner prosecuted. 

In another case, Suleiman Abu 
Bargat, 49, a resident of Northern 
Sinai, was sentenced to two years 
for membership in the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine, in which he served as a liason 
officer between three terror groups 
in the Nuselrat refugee camp. In 
the course of the trial, it emerged 
that he had been given IL8,000 to 
«distribute to the groups, but kept 
the money for himself.

Haifa students fight 


to hear Marcuse

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA, — “If you define the Jew- 
ish People as a nation, then Zion- 
ism is a national Hberation move- 
ment,” Prof. Herbert Marcuse, the 
acknowledged inspirer of the New 
Left, told an audience of Haifa 
University students who clamoured 
to hear him last night. He added 
that he, persomally, does not define 

the Jews as a nation. 

In answer to a student's question 
on Jewish immigration to Israel, he 
said: “I am trying to support every 
effort to prevent persecution, no 
matter whether It is for colour or 
religion, of oppressed minorities and 
individuals. One way to help (per- 
secuted Jews) is to let them come 
to Israel; and I am in favour of 
this.” 

Asked squarely whether he him- 
self would consider Immigration to 
Israel, the 7%2-year-oki professor, 
who speaks English with a marked 
German accent, said with a smile, 
“It depends on what goes on in 
this country.” 

Making It clear that he was not 
the spokesman, the “father or the 
grandfather" of the New Left, but 
merely its interpreter, he told an- 
other student that he understood 
the New Left did not “contest the 
right of Israel to exist as a sove- 
reign state, but only as what they 
call a colonial state.” His own 
position is: “As a Jew, I have the 
right to criticize the Government 
of the Jewish State.”

At the professor's request. the 
audience was restricted to 200, and 
it included a very large proportion 
of immigrant students, as well as 
faculty members, After acknow- 
ledging the ovation from the stu-~ 
dents who had fought to be ad- 
mitted, he said he believed the 
students should be “vitally interest- 
ed” about what is happening In the 
U.S. -— not only because of Is- 
rael's close relations with It, but 
because history showed that the 
technically most advanced usually 
provide the model for the more 
backward.

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New immigration forecast 
20,000 unexpected 


newcomers in 1972

Immigration forecasts for 1972 
envisage some 65,000 new arrivals 
— ome 20,000 more than were 
originally expected and budgeted 
for. 

The Cabinet devoted a special 
session to this problem yesterday 
morning, It ‘assessed the implica- 
tions for the various Government 
departments of what will reflect in 

’ part an increase of the 1971 im- 
migration of Soviet Jews — some 
12,000 of whom, apparently, will 
Iwave arrived before December is 
out. 

A total of 65,000 in 1972 would 
represent the highest figure since 
1951, with the sole exception of 
1957 — after the Sinai Campaign — 
when T1,000 came. 

Housing Minister Ze’ev Sharef 
reported on the number of apart- 
ments which would be ready 
in the course of the year, and men- 
tioned the attention devoted by his 
Ministry experts to the possibility of 
putting up temporary accommoda- 
tion, if necessary. Labour Minister 
Yosef Almogi explained how many 
jobs would be available, where, and 
in what occupations. He said that a 
number of schemes would be avail- 
able to train unskilled tmmigrants 
in jobs which were in demand, or 
to retain them in new professions. 
Absorption Minister Natan Peled 
discussed the special arrangements 
which could be made to prepare im- 
migrant children for the school net- 


work, and take care of their 
families’ absorption needs. 

Finance Minister Pinkas Sapir 
gave an idea of the magnitude of 
the budget which will be required 
to care for the ἐπεστα οι θα 20,000 
immigrants, Acca [4 some 
eatimates, nother ΤΥ ϑοῦπι. will have 
to be found. 

All the other ministens whose 
departments will be affected by the 
boom in immigration gave projec- 
tions of the new arrangements 
which will be required. Then a wide 
variety of ideas were aired on ways 
of tackling the ‘huge tasks facing 
the Housitig Ministry and the 
Treasury especially. 

The possibility of giving new im- 
petus to fund-raising in the Diaspora 
was mentioned; as well as the 
feasibility of raising more money 
locally, in taxes, loans or levies. One 
minister recalled the idea of asking 
veteran residents with large spart- 
ments to take in single immigrants 
or childless couples for a stated 
period. Several ministera talked of 
the need ‘to improve the climate of 
social absorption, by having old- 
timers “adopt” newcomer families 
in their neighbourhoods. 

The Cabinet did not formulate 
any guidelines yesterday, Instead, 
it passed the matter over to the 
joint Government-Jewish Agency 
Authority for Immigration and Ab- 
sorption for detailed analysis and 
for practical dectsiona about hand- 
Hing the immigration wave in its 
new dimensions. 


SOVIET JEWS END 
HUNGER STRIKE

A three-day hunger strike at the 
Western Wall by relatives of 
“Prisoners of Zion" being ‘held in 
Soviet jails ended yesterday, as 172 
Jews in the Soviet Union ended 
their own hunger strike. 

The relatives again called on the 
Soviet Government to free their 
Kinsmen and allow them to emigrate 
to Israel. :

convicted at these trials.

“We have recently been witness 
to activity ou the part of Jews 
within the Soviet Union itself, who 
have sent petitions of protest to 
the authorities and in some casea 
held hunger strikes in calling for 
the release of thelr imprisoned 
brothers — and not just in the 
Soviet Union but also in various 
places throughout the world, in- 
cluding Israel. Voices are being 
raised in protest against the im- 
prisonments, and in support of the 
demand of the whole Jewish people 
for the right of every Jew who 
80 wishes to emigrate to Israel. 

“The Government of Israel sends 
its greetings and its encouragement 
to the Jews imprisoned in the Soviet 
Union for their desire to emigrate, 
and to all those struggling, respon- 
sibly and courageously, for their re- 
Jease and their right to come to 
Israel.” 

The Hebrew University Rector, 
Prof. Jacob Katz, yesterday visited 
the hunger strikers to express 
the University’s solidarity with 
the Jewish prisoners in the Soviet 
Union. 

A general meeting of the Jerusa- 
lem Journalists Association called 
on journalists throughout the world 
to raise their voices and demand 
the release of all “Prisoners of 
Zion" being held in the Soviet Union 
and the Arab states. 

In London, INA reported Jewish 
sources In the Soviet Union are 
convinced that Boris Klein, who 
died in Minsk last August, was 
murdered by unknown persons 
trying to frighten prospective im- 
migrants to Israel. They say that 
evidence collected privately confirms 
that it was a case of murder which 
has been ignored by the authorities.

Liberia ordered 
5,000 copies of 
Yancy’s book,

The Liberian . Government has 
ordered 5,000 copies of a book 
published in Israel and written by 
Dr. Ernest Jerome Yaucy, the Li- 
berian Ambassador to Israel, who 
is shortly to leave for home after 
13 years of service here —- six of 
them as Doyen of the Diplomatic 
Corps, 

The first two coples of the book, 
. “Liverla, 19-20th Century Miracle,” 
published by Nativ, have been 
presented to President Zalman 
Shazar and Premier Golda Meir. 
The Liberian Government ordered 
5.000 copies for distribution on Jan- 
uary 6, when the country Is to 
commemorate the 150th anniver- 
Sary of the arrival of the first freed 
slaves from the U.S.
